The nation- appeared headed today for a record Labor day 
week-end death toll from acddcnta. With the heavy home- 
ward traflic crusTTatlll to come, the tide of fatalltlM rose to 
at least S4Z. 

Traffic accounted for 276 of the violent deaths eountad ' 
■ince 6 p.ni. Friday; There were 23 drownings and 44 deaths 
from mlscellaneoui mishaps, an Associated Press lurvsy 

showed. 

The National Safety council conceded that the total of trmf- 
flc deaths would far overshoot its prediction of 280 for tha 
three-day week-end by nfld- - 



night — and perhaps pass the 
record Labor day highway 
slaughter of 802 In 1937.

CONSERVATION PROBLEMB 

ThB lUady cxhauatlon ol the world'i na- 
tural mourcea In tho laco o! mounting pop- 
ulation drew a lot of attention laat year, 
largely because two extremely readable boolu 
on the BUbjcirt were publlahed. 

How to protect falling resources and de- 
velop new ohei stUl does not command, how- 
ever, the time and tHoughl 11 deMrvca In 
parllamenta and cablneU throughout the 
world, Lawmakes here and abroad manage 
to tallc about everything but conwrvalton— 
one ol the mo« elemental (actora In world 
political and economic life 

But now, fortunately, the United Nations 
18 delving Into conservation and population 
problem*. Borne 400 ■Oenllala from 60 coun- 
irlci are gathered In a three-week conference 
devot«d to the question ot how to atop the 
rapid depletion of vital reaourcea and bring 
thctn In line with population needs. The 
meeting la a healthy algn. , 

After the bOOKa by William Vogt and Talr- 
fleld Oabom appeared tm year, they were 
branded by acme people aa "alarmUl." Some 
rather rtimlned efforta -were made u> dlaprovc 
their theata— thai populaUon may aoon out- 
run the essentlala of life. 

None of theae altempU tried to deny pop- 
ulation growth or the dwindling of reaourcea 
in aoU. Umber, mlneralji and the like. In 
■lead they pinned hope on aclence and tech 
nnlogy td lave the altuatlon before aurvauon 
and almilar crises develop 

Anyone muit wUh thla wm occur, for other- 
wlae the outlook la dark Indeed, Oabom told 
thi UN conferencea of sclentUla that the 
world*! population will soar from the present 
two billion to three billion In BO yeari. And 
a Canadian mineral reaourcea chief warned 
that the time may not be tar off when our 
best known aourcea of key materlali wUl be 
uied UD. 

With the aUgSenng potenllallUes of atomic 
er.ergy on the hortton. It would be loolUh to 
predict that the world will not be balled out 
of thU tlghtenlni dilemma, Trygve Lie, UN 
tecrrtUT'ienfral. told the delegaiea a fuller 
use of aclence In developing resourcea might 
lead to lucrHaful aupport of a wily expand- 
ed population at a much higher atandard of 
living than how pr^»alli. 

Yet the fear lingers that lost resource* may 
never quit* be matched. Many ot ihe de- 
pleted materials were high grade eany to 
mine or u»e. relatively clow to popvjlallon 
canters where they wen needed 

We may be able to put amailng ne* Wtr In 
wom-oul soUd, to devlae aynihellc* and nthrr 
BUbstltule.1, to extract great unUpped mln- 
rral aUirrs from remote place*, or to rrfme 
low-grade ores now rommerclallj unusable 

But who ran be confident that these an- 
swers, however Ingenious, will not be mnrh 
more costly than we would like' Unlesn 
atomic turnacrs bring ua remarkahly cheap 
power. 1 lon-er standard of living will be the 
outcome
